With all of the fuss over the 
presidential election this year 
I very few Texas voters realize 
that at the bottom of the Gen­ 
eral Election ballot will be 
four amendments to the Tex­ 
as Constitution. 
Two of the amendments are 
on the controversal side, while 
the other two are not drawing 
much interest. 
Amendment No. I on the bal­ 
lot is one of those local matters 
that seem to always crop up 
as a constitutional amendment 
when if the state had an up- 
to-date constitution they would 
not come 
before 
the 
whole 
state. It creates hospital dis­ 
tricts in Lamar and 
Hidago 
counties and in Precinct 4 of 
Comanche County. This should 
probably passed and then those 
Involved decide if they want to 
pay for the hospitals at a later 
date. 
Amendment No. 2 would let 
the Veterans’ Land Board pay 
up to 3% per cent interest on 
Its bonds. Present limit is 3 
per cent and they are having 
trouble selling the bonds. Since 
this will not cost the taxpayers 
any money it has not been 
much of an issue. 
Amendment No. 3 would al­ 
low annual salaries of $4,800 
for members of the Texas Leg­ 
islatures and allow up to $12 
per diem expenses the first 120 
days of session. This is one of 
the 
amendments 
that 
has 
drawn some discussion and if 
this had not been a presidential 
election year it would have 
caused even more. The main 
argument for the amendment 
is to get better qualified men 
to serve in the state legisla­ 
ture. 
Amendment No. 4 
the 
so­ 
called “loan shark” amendment 
is the most disputed of the four. 
Present limit on interest rates 
under the Constitution is IO 
per cent. There are no penal­ 
ties for violation. There are 
many legitmate small loan op­ 
erations. There are also many 
Unscrupulous small loan firms 
which take advantage of peo­ 
ple in desperate need. Interest 
and supplemental charges 
by 
the unscrupulous push rates on 
their small loans up to as high 
as 300 to 400 per cent or high­ 
er. 
The amendment would em­ 
power the Legislature to class­ 
ify loans and lenders, 
license 
and regulate lenders and de­ 
fine rates. The IO 
per 
cent 
rate is an impossible one for 
the small loan with its book 
work and its risk. The 300 and 
400 per cent must be stopped. 
Texas’ top legal and political 
leaders support 
this 
amend­ 
ment and most 
other 
states 
have this type of regulation.

AUSTIN—For years a chain 
link fence marked the back 
boundary of the Austin State 
Hospital grounds. 
Sturdy and forbidding, with 
in-turned barbed wire at the 
top, it was a fence that sug­ 
gested the plight of the people 
it confined. It was a depressing, 
prison-like, mile 
long 
fence 
that paraded Lamar, one 
of 
Austin busiest boulevards. 
Now, each spring, Austinites 
make a point of driving out 
Lamar to see the mass of climb­ 
ing red roses covering the fence. 
Today this long stretch 
of 
roses is a symbol of the change 
that has come to state hospi­ 
tals during the past IO years as 
a result of volunteer services. 
University engineering 
stu­ 
dents donated and planted the 
rose bushes. Thousands of peo­ 
ple over the state have land­ 
scaped the grounds, redecorat­ 
ed the dining halls and recept­ 
ion 
rooms, 
built 
swimming 
pools, given parties, conducted 
classes, wrapped gifts and in 
hundreds of other ways brought 
beauty and warmth to state 
hospitals and schools. 
In its fall report, the State 
Hospital 
Volunteer 
Services 
Council shows that volunteers 
gave 163,904 hours of time to 
state institutions 
during the 
past year. Figured at only $1 
per hour and adding in con­ 
tributions of 
food, 
clothing, 
prizes, furniture, etc., 
volun­ 
teers enriched life in state in­ 
stitutions by more than $538,- 
996 during the year. This does 
not 
count considerable sums 
collected for all-faith chapels 
at several schools and hospit­ 
als. 
Last year, 
36,000 
citizens 
went into 18 different 
sate 
hopsitals and schools to do vol 
unteer work. 
Impact of these volunteers is 
two-fold, says Miss Helen Col­ 
burn, coordinator of volunteer 
services for the S trte Hospital 
Board. 
First, they help to create 
pleasant envoirnment 
which 
gives patients a better chance 
to respond to medical treat­ 
ment. 
Second, the volunteers learn 
the problems of the hospitals 
and schools and are an effect­ 
iv e force 
in

community as to the needs and 
goals.

more than cleaning the scum 
off the bottom, it will be well 
w orth the time and trouble. A 
bottom 
encrusted w ith 
scum 
cuts speed a great deal. 
F ar 
m ore than the average boat 
owner 
realizes. It causes 
a 
heavier pull against the mo- 


fuel consump- 
tor and hikes 
tion. 
With the introduction of the 
high-horsepower engines, con­ 
tinuous m axim um boat 
per­ 
formance is expected by most 
outboard owners. One factor, 
however, often is 
overlooked 
by the boat 
operator. 
That 
factor is the condition of the 
boat bottom. 
Most everyone Is aware of 
the effect o f salt water on hulls. 
But not all boat owners realize 
the reduction in performance 
that occurs in so-called fresh 
water. 
Billy 
Disch, Austin m arine 
dealer, was telling me just the 
other day about tests recently 
conducted by Evinrude. 
They 
were eye-openers. 
‘‘One thing most people don’t 
understand,” 
said 
Billy, 
“is 
that results will vary with w a t­ 
er and air temperature 
and 
according to the foreign m a t­ 
ter present in the water.’’ 
In salt w ater the growth u s­ 
ually is in the form of barnacles 
and other m arine life 
In fresh w ater the growth is 
not as conspicuous in the e a r­ 
lier stages. It will first appear 
as a light film of scum which 
can he felt easier than it can 
he seen. However, this early 
stage of fouling can result in 
obvious loss of performance. 
According to Billy. Evinrude 
equipped a 16-foot I oat w ith a 
35-hp. engine and checked its 
performance with various loads. 
Then it w as left in salt w ater. 
At the end of 30 days the speed, 
with one man, had dropped a l­ 
most 8 mph. With a six 
m an 
load it lost IO mph and would 
not plane. 
This w as not too surprising 
since salt w ater was involved. 
But, the next test was in fresh 


buckets of w ater along with 
you as you work. All you need 
to do now is dip down into the 
lake for plenty of fresh, clear 
w ater every' time you need it. 
W e have found th a t the lit­ 
tle metal kitchen 
scouring 
pads, like 
Chore-Girl, 
work 
b etter than the so fter and finer 
soap filled types. 
Another advantage of house 
cleaning right over th e water is 
you get busy im m ediately- be­ 
fore the bottom d ries and the 
scum hardens. 
And needless to say 
this is 
a good time to give the entire 
boat a sparkling appearance 
from bow to st erne and gun­ 
wale to gunwale.

The sam e sequence was fol­ 
lowed. A fter 30 days the speed 
with tw o men had dropped a l­ 
most 6 mph. A six man load 
showed a loss of almost IO m ph 
and planing was impossible. 
In each case, where the hull 
was thoroughly cleaned, p e r­ 
formances was restored. 
The significance is obvious. 
If boats are left at moorings, 
they should have anti-fouling 
bottom paint in order that m ax­ 
imum 
performance 
can 
be 
m aintained. This is true for 
all types of boats—wood, alum ­ 
inum and fiberglass. 
Good, anti-fouling paints are 
available from many 
sources 
and m ost boat m anufacturers 
provide anti-fouling paint 
as 
an extra. 
Anyway, Mr. Boater, 
w hen 
you find that your boat g ra d ­ 
ually speed over the course of 
a season, don’t condemn the 
motor before you first check 
the condition of the boat b o t­ 
tom. Ju st a light film of scum 
can drastically affect perform ­ 
ance. 
M oral—clean your boat oc­ 
casionally. 
Obviously, a boat kept on a 
trailer, or used for short p er­ 
iods of time, will not be af­ 
fected greatly by fouling con­ 
ditions. However, two or th ree 
weeks of continuous exposure 
during sum m er or w inter can 
result in some grow-th build­ 
up. 
Last tim e we pulled our 16 ft. 
fiberglass Invader runabout out 
of the w’ater and removed the 
scum th at had accumulated on 
the bottom , we got a noticeable

Texans are prone to think 
of their state as one of wide 
open spaces, while the truth is, 
cities claim the overwhelming 
proportion of the S tate’s pop­ 
ulation. 
It is fallacious for Texans to 
think that air pollution is 
a 
problem only in Pittsburg and 
Los Angeles or 
th at Texas 
cities can’t have their own air 
pollution problems. 
The fact is th at even small 
towns with a cotton gin as the 
sole industry ofter have their 
own 
peculiar 
air 
pollution 
problems. 
Air pollution abatem ent en­ 
gineers from the S tate H ealth 
D epartm ent’s Division of Occu­ 
pational Health have thick fil­ 
es on instances of local 
air 
pollution 
problems 
in small 
and large cities alike. 
Several Texas 
cities 
com­ 
prising large urban complexes 
have 
experienced 
somewhat 
severe air pollution conditions, 
especially during tem perature 
inversions which prohibit 
the 
natural dissipation of 
pollut­ 
ants. 
(However, active cooperative 
programs undertaken by m u­ 
nicipal, industrial, 
and 
civic 
) groups can do much to alleviate 
the air pollution problem 
in 
most cities. 
Industries can install special 
smoke 
reducing 
apparatuses 
and devices which significantly 
reduce odor, soot, and dust. 
Municipalities 
can 
utilize 
land-fill disposal of refuse in­ 
stead of the once popular open 
incinerator. Cities often pass 
ordinances which make it m an­ 
datory for new industreis to 
install air pollution control de- 
vcies before operations can be­ 
gin.
